Manufacturers '  shipments,  new  and  unfilled  orders  showed  little  change  from  October  to  November  after  seasonal 
adjustment,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce  announced  today.  The  November  backlog  of  unfilled  orders  remained  at 
the  October  level  of  $50.1  billion,  seasonally  adjusted.  Inventories,  seasonally  adjusted,  increased  less  than  1 
percent  in  October,  with  most  of  the  rise  occur ing  in  the  nondurable  goods  industries. 

Shipments  by  durable  goods  manufacturers  declined  about  1  percent  in  November  from  October,  after  seasonal 
adjustment,  to  a  level  of  $18.3  billion,  according  to  the  Department's  Bureau  of  the  Census.  Much  of  the  decline 
was  centered  in  the  transportation  and  fabricated  metal  industry  groups  .• 

Conversely,  seasonally  adjusted  shipments  of  nondurable  goods  increased  1  percent  from  October  to  a  November  level 
of  $16.8  billion.  Shipments  of  the  foods  and  related  products,  textiles,  and  leather  industries  were  among  the 
nondurable  industry  groups  which  increased  during  the  month. 

In  terms  of  market  categories,  "consumer  staples"  and  "other  materials  and  supplies  and  intermediate  prod- 
ucts, "  showed  small  increases  of  2  and  1  percent,  respectively,  while  shipments  of  other  market  groups  declined 
slightly. 

New  orders  booked  by  the  durable  goods  manufacturers  amounted  to  $18.1  billion  in  November,  after  seasonal 
adjustment,  down  3  percent  from  October.  Decreases  occured  in  almost  all  durable  goods  industries,  with  only  the 
electrical  machinery  and  miscellaneous  durable  goods  industries  showing  increases. 

The  backlog  of  unfilled  orders  held  by  durable  goods  manufacturers  amounted  to  $47.1  billion,  after  seasonal 
adjustment,  down  only  about  a  $100  million  from  the  October  level. 

Manufacturers'  inventory  book  values  at  the  end  of  November  amounted  to  $59-7  billion,  after  seasonal  adjust- 
ment, up  $400  million  from  October.  Virtually  all  of  this  increase  was  accounted  for  by  the  nondurable  goods 
industries .
